FLAMES WERE HIDDEN.

Mr. Harnett, when 
interviewed, could not give an opinion 


to how the lire started, but imagined 


that it r.ight have resulted from an elec- 
tric wire. He said that he carried a, 
stock of cloaks, dry goods, curtains und 
notions valued at $50,000, with an insur- 
ance, but how much he did .not definitely 
know. The damage lie d'd not clirc to 


estimate-. 


ESTIMATE AS TO LOSS. 


From a prominent insurance man the 


reporter got an estimate of the loss on 
stock. 
He said it looked as if the dam- 


age would not fall short of 520,000 to 
$2o,000, covered by a total insurance of 
between $38,000. nnd $40,000;' the build- 
ing, about $6,000 damage and insured for 
,$20,000: damage to the olliccs of Drg. 
Williams and linehaii. possibly l-MOO; to 
the Masonic hall.-$100 and other damage 
from smoke something like $200. Work 
of cleaning up wns at, once commenced; 
nnd as soon as possible Mr. Harnett will 
open and the building will be repaired. 


PUTS DAMAGE LOWER, 


Fire Marshal Cape said that the fire 


wns a very hot und stubborn one to

WELL GIVES OUT 


New TanK With 1OO,OOO' 


Gallons Capacity To Be 


SunK at Corliss. 


'For many years the water supply for 


tho .Chicago, Milwaukee &_St. Paul rail- 
way at Corliss has been supplied from an 
artesian well. This well has given out 
and refuses to give up a sufficient 
amount to fin the two 100,000 gallon 
tanks located north of the station- On 
this account the railway company lias ex- 
perienced great trouble in supplying wat- 
er to the twenty-five and thirty locomo- 
tives passing that point daily. Many of 
tbe big locomotives are obliged to run 
into this city .and others get water at 
points between Corliss and Milwaukee 
and Chicago on the,'south. Thus trains 
have been delayed and freight trains laid 
over for hours. 


This moruing officials of the corpora- 


tion were in taiis city making arrange- 
ments for the sinking of a large'tank in 
the ground between the tanks and the 
depot, to hold; 100,000 gallons. It 
is 


proposed to put on a. special water train 
ot from '10 to 15 cars, to run between 
Rnrinc nnd Corliss, to keep this tank 
filled with water until the well can be 
repaired. The tnnk will be in by Jriday 
of next week and a contract will be 
made with the Racine. Water company 
thin afternoon, ,to furnish water for the 
special train. While this proceediDg-wi.ll 
require a great deal of extra work.and 
expense, the company can do notliing

Lathrop block, came near being destroy- 
ed by fire between 0 and 10 o'clock Just 
evening. As it resulted there is an esti- 
mated los-3 of over $30,000, fullyi covered 
by insurance. The building is oceuped 
by the T. L. Harnett dry goods and no- 
tion busines, first and second floor on the 
north; offices of Dr. A. L. Buclmn and 
]>r. A. C. Williams, on the south second 
floor; A. Olson, merchant tailor, south 
by insurance. The building is occupied 
lower floor and the tlurd floor and above 
countof breaking and falling glass sever- 
al persons were injured and others had 
narrow escapes from being killed. 


It was about 0:10 o'clock when tiro 


small boys, who by clmnce were passing 
the structure, noticed smoke escaping 
from the second floor of the Hnruett de- 
partment. They yelled fire and the pro- 
prietor of the Paris Fashion, next floor 
north, sent in an alarm from the fire box, 
corner of Main and Fifth streets. 


FLAMES WERE HIDDEN. 


Promptly James Cape and the entire 


fire department, except No. 1, responded. 
Uy this time columns of smoke were 
pouring out of the second floor windows, 
especially in the. rear and through the 
immon.se plate glass in the front. It was 
impossible to break in the lower floor 
door, although four men hurled them- 
selves against it and the plate glass was 
broken and the firemen crawled through, 
but once inside they could not.get to the 
fire, confined exclusively to the second 
floor, there being hardly a'sign of smoke 


was in flames, and he hurried to the 
scene. 


CAU&HT FROM OIL STOVE. 


An investigation revealed that the fire 


originated in the northeast corner of the 
second floor, where there was an oil 
stove, used for heating irons to press 
goods. U spread to 
the shelving and 


run along to the west. All of the shelv- 
ing and goods in'that locality were con- 
sumed and laee curtains and cloaks ruin- 
ed, besides other stock, both from fire 
and water. Then the water commenced 
running through the floor to the lower 
part, and much valuable stock wns soak- 
ed. 


Smoke poured up into the Masonic hall 


and it was feared the fire had worked 
through the partitions and wouftl des- 
troy 
that part of the building and 


Charles Washburn, L. P. Monroe, Wil- 
liam Armstrong and other leading Ma- 
sons were present to save uniforms and 
other property if it was deemed advis- 
able to take out the property. Fire Mar- 
shal Cape made a survey and advised the 
gentlemen that there was no danger of 
the fire spreading up to that floor. jAt 
this time the offices of Drs. Buchan and 
Williams were filled with smoke and 
many things were carried out. Some of 
the smoke penetrated to the Olson tailor- 
ing establishment, but no damage result- 
ed, and .it was feared that smoke would 
damage the Paris Fashion stock next 
door north, but this escaped.

-. ARE BASED. 


The points 011 which the attorneys 


base their conclusions may be summar- 
ized us follows: 


Section 26 of the act provides that "if 


approved by a majority of the votes cast j 
upon that question it shall go into effect 
and be in force from and after such rat- 
ification by the people." . This ratifica- 
tion has taken place, and the official can- 
vass of the vote will merely determine 
and provide evidence of the existence of 
that' fact. The act'is put in force, not by 
this determination, but by the fact of 
the ratification and dates from such rati- 
fication. 


Under this act there can be no party 


candidate for the office of United States 
senator unless he is nominated pursuant 
to the provisions of the primary law. 
GOVERNS ELECTION OF SENATOR. 


Subdivision 3 of section 2 reads: "Par- 


ty candidates for the office of United 
States senator shall be nominated in the 
manner herein provided for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for state offices." The 
word "shall" means "must.' 


This provision applies to the senator to 


be elected in January next. BS well as the 
senator to be elected in January, 1009. 
Judging from the form of ballot provid- 
ed for in the act it was contemplated 
that the senator should be nominated at 
the September primary. The law, how 
ever, docs not so provide. 


The September primary (section 3) :; 


held for the nomination only of candi 
dates "to be voted for at the next No 
vember election." and the ease of a sen 
ator comes within the second subdivUioi 
of this 'section, which requires the pri 
mary for the nomination of any candi 
date who is not voted for at the ensuin

A machine which promises to make a 


large annual saving to the farmers of 
tlie country is now being tested by the 
Case T. M. Co. For years the straw 
which has been stacked up'after thresh- 
ing and'burned will now be turned'into 
money and the farmers will receive the 
benefit. In many of the western states 
the stray has been spread upon tlie land 
and used as a fertilizer, but the general 
practice has been to burn it as soon as 
the threshing had been completed and 
fires can be seen every night in all di- 
rections in the western country. 


The invention which conies out of the 


experimental department of

company, will save all of this straw, 
packing it- into bales when it can be 
sold in the market. 
This machine is 


built to be attached to the rear end of 
the thresher and receives the straw as it 
is carried out of that machine. Former- 
ly large wind stackers were used to pile 
the straw, but these will be done away 
with entirely.

RACINE OFFICERS BEGIN ACTION. 


The Dews of the theft had been tele- 


phoned to Hueiue at the time the rig 
was stolen and the officers were on the 
lookout, but it was the telephone mes- 
sage from Kenosha that the man and 
stolen property had been sighted at that 
place and were coming north on the lake 
shore road that spurred them to action 
in earnest. An officer was posted at Col- 
iirnbia.

PRISONER TALKED FREELY: 


Riedeberg %vna chilled to the bqnc 


when placed under arrest, having; driven 
against the cold north wind. After he 
became thawed out he talked freely on 
his past life. He stated that he was 23 
years of age and that he had three sis- 
ters residing in Chicago. He acknowl- 
edged that his life had been a wayward 
one, but stoutly denied that he had ever 
stolen a horse before. He said that he 
canie to Waukegan from Chicago yester- 
day afternoon, shortly before he took 
the rig. Night befbYe last he slept at 
the home of his brother-in-law, Sam San- 
ford, 616 North Humboldt street. For a 
number of years he had been at work in 
an electrotype 
foundry 
and liad also 


worked at the grocery business. At 
present he was out of employment. 


* WOMEN AS HORSE THIEVES. 
There hare been few horses stolen in 


Racine the past two years. Only three 
thefts have been recorded, and the pecul- 
iar fact is that all of these have been 
stolen by women. They have all secur- 
ed their horses from livery barns and 
have used the same tactics, showing that 
there is a tendency to an increase in this 
crime to be credited to women. All of 
these rigs were returned to their owners. 


Just at present there seems to be an 


epidemic of horse stealing, one having 
been stolen from Milwaukee early yes- 
terday morning and another from Ken-" 
osha county yesterday.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


The Interstate commerce has hand- 


ed down a decision but which however, 
it is utterly unable to enforce, to the 
effect that concerns running alleged in- 
dustrial lines from one to three and four 
miles in length connecting with some 
main line, are not entitled to the rebates 
given them of as high as twenty per cent. 
The case was that of the Harvester trust 
which, owning a linn of three to four 
miles in length, connected with several 
trunk lines und upon tho lines shipping 
received us switching charges or what- 
ever name it was called a rebate of $12.00 
per car on every carload 
of products 


shipped. 
The goods consigned for in- 


stance to Kansas City returned to the 
shipping company this $12 par car on or 
at the rate of an admitted twenty per 
cent, a fifth of the freight charges prop- 
er., 


The commission holds this rebate -un- 


lawful ar.d excessive, and order the com- 
pany to lower its charges and return to 
the.! customary switching charges. 
The 


decision in effect is: 


"That it is not unlawful for a railroad 


operated MS a common carrier and owned 
by the shipper to make joint rates with 
other carriers and receive divisions of 
such rates; but on the other hand it is 
unlawful under the interstate commerce 
law and the Klkins amendment for any 
carrier to grant excessive divisions of 
riite-< to another carrier owned by the 
shipper for the purpose of securing the 
traffic if that shipper. 


"To 
t,lic> extent such division.* of rates 


exceed a rea-onuble charge for the service 
performed, it is decided that they oper- 
ate sis ii rebate to cut the tariff charge 
for the benefit of the shipper and consti- 
stute undue preference in violation of the 
statute."

lines and previous U> this now adjudged

was getting the

switching charge of $,'!.50 pe>.' car. This 
was increased to a division of the ship- 
ping rate to destination, having n maxi- 
mum of twenty per cent or n fifth of its 
freight on machinery products. This rate 
is found excessive by the interstate com- 
mission and without warrant, being an 
unlawful preference and violation of law. 
This decision of course nfTects all similar- 
ly arranged nfTnirs. (.hough there is in 
fact no way to enforce it. unless the rail- 
roads themselves proceed to obey the or- 
der. Tt is slated rebates under this form, 
the two trusts mainly benefited, the Har- 
vester and Steel, receive the greater part 
of the $2.000.000 paid back by the rail- 
roads. 


It is true some manufacturers do not 


contend this is a rebate, but those in- 
formed say the rebate allowed const!- 
lutes an important feature of tho reve- 
nues of trusts enjoying siieh rebates, and 
must perforce be just that much of a fac- 
tor us to the welfare of the smaller con- 
cerns receiving nothing but 
the legiti- 


mate dues. It must be discernible that 
any concern -possessing advantages in the 
way of special tracks connecting them 
with trunk lines already possess a mater- 
ial advantage if they did not get back a 
cent in any form, and getting back a 
fifth of all freight charges paid, and who 
knows, but even more favored ones got 
more than Uiis twenty per cent. rnu=t 
certainly be a decided ndvantnar in in- 
creasing the dividend rate and in helping 
to squeeze impertinent smaller manufac- 
turers.

Provisions in some states . as regards

harmless. It Is not poisonous ana never 
makes warts on children's fingers when

It ejects fluid from the back of its head 
upon them. The toad is said to "spit" 
when It ejects this fluid, which it does 
because It is frightened, but the fluid 
Jtself comes from some curious glands 
each side of the back of the toad's head. 


What Is more, cows ..do not give 


bloody milk when a toad is killed, as

many children have been told. It Is not 
only cruel to kill a toad, but this does 
actual harm to farmers and gardeners. 
One toad in a single year will eat an 
untold number of the worms 'and In- 
•ects that do millions of dollars' worth 
t<C damage to our fruits, grains and 
vegetables. "What some of these hurt- 
ful cruatures are you see from the pic- 
ture. Ugly. IndMd is the cotton boll 
weevil that nearly ruins the cotton crop 
in some sections. There, too, are those 
enemies of our garden crops, the potato 
bua;, tho grasshopper and the hide.ous 


thousand legged worm, to say nothing 
of the cutworm, the caterpillar and the 
snail. A toad can snap up a snail, shell 
and all. The fluids of the toad's stom- 
ach dissolve the shell. 


In France and other parts of Europe 


the usefulness ot the toad in field, or- 
chard and garden is now so well under- 
stood that vegetable raisers pay a good 
price for toads to turn loose among 
their grounds. 
All children should 


know how useful the little hoptoad is 
and be careful not to stone or hurt one 
in any -way. Did you know, too, that 
the toad can be tamed and that it 
makes a not at all bad sort of pet? A 
gentleman once had a pet toad that 
would eat from his hand. It can be 
even taupht to hop toward you when 
you whistle for it to come and g-et a fly 
or spider. 


The United States department of ag- 


riculture is desirous that toads should 
be encouraged to live in our gardens 
because they are of much use. The fe- 
male toad deposits 9,000 eggs at one 


laying-, naturalists say, so there will be 
plenty of toads if they are not destroy- 
ed by their enemies. The department 
of agriculture will send toads to gar- 
deners who want to start toad colonies. 
In the stomach of a single one of these 
creatures have been found at one time 
seventy-seven of the ugly thousand 
legged worms. In ninety days it would 
devour 3,000 cutworms. Once a lady
